Are the Ciuse of Much Anxle^ to 
SherllTFerguMn and.the 
Poor Superintendents. 


BOTH OF THEM ARE TRAMPS. 


And ar« R«fuMd AdmltUno« to th« 
InMin« Asylum at Kalamasoo 
for That Roaaon. 


Probate Judur® Van Riper Is in a 
quandary. Sheriff Ferguson li in a 
like condition and the luperintendente 
of the poor are ttttdtouily meditating 
over thè same problem that is torment­ 
ing the judge and the therifr. 


There it an insane man in the county 
jail named Edward Finley. He is vio­ 
lent and when arrested by Officer Min­ 
ster at Gallen Saturday he put up a 
desperate flght, mutilating the face, 
neck and shoulders of the officer to a 
yery uncomfortable extent. 
In the 
county poor house is another Insane 
man, who also is dangerous. He has 
torn his bed clothing in shreds, broke 
the furniture of his room into kindling 
wood and attempted to crush out his 
brains on the walls of his cell. His 
name is Thomas Lee. He was ai^rested 
atColoma recently.* 


Both men are tramps by occupation. 
Finley claims to be a native of Ireland 
and Lee a subject of Queen Victoria. 
Neither of the men havelived in any 
state long enough to secure a residence. 
A law, recently passed, provides that a 
demented person who has not resided 
in a township, village or city of any 
state for one year continuously, shall 
not be sent to any county or state in­ 
sane asylum of such state and there 
be BU|i|K)rted. Such persons, the law 
says, shall be taken back to the slate 
where they had a residence, the au­ 
thorities of which are required to care 
for them. 


Finley and Lee have not been in 
Michigan a year and there is no evi­ 
dence that there is a state in the union 
where they have resided a year. Both 
men have been refused at the Kalama­ 
zoo asylum and what to do with them 
is a bothersome queay to their present 
custodians. Sheriff Fergruson is not 
disposed to convey Finley back to Ire­ 
land and the poor superintendents have 
no inclination to take Lee to Canada. 


The sherilT cannot collect any com­ 
pensation from the county for boarding 
Finley because he is not a county 
charpre. He hesitates to release the 
man because of the possibility of his 
killing someone in hi.s madness, “and 
what can I do,” uttered the sheritT 
with a sigh as he |K>rtraved his trouble 
to a N e w s representative this morn­ 
ing. 


The superintendents of the poor had 
Lee in their charge before the new 
law went into etTect and the county 
must therefore pay for his board. But 
that fact is not what worries the super­ 
intendents. Lee is as strong as an ox 
and as desperate as an ill-rationed lion 
and in his tantrums four men are re­ 
quired to hold him. For this reason 
the poor authorities want to send him 
to an asylum where they have facili­ 
ties for caring for men In his condi­ 
tion. But having no residence here 
he is refused at Kalamazoo.

In oHlclali circles It Is general­ 
ly understood that United States Minis­ 
ter Sewell will carry out the Instructions 
received In the last mall, lald to be to 
thia effect: If the Mouna brings word 
lhat congress failed to pass the anneia* 
tion treaty. Minister Sewell Is to declare 
a protectorate and raise the American 
itog. The American minister has had 
frequent consulutlons with Presldeni 
Dole within the last week, and It Is be­ 
lieved they have atreed on aprogramme. 
The general Impreulon here Is that con- 
greis hss decided to let the matter of 
tnnexatlon watt over until the regular 
■emlon. 


C«mM ffevm a **B«llabl«** Soar««. 


**The Intervening monthi would be a 
long time for thie country to go alone^ 
In view of the attitude of Japan, and Sec­ 
retary ShermiR bellevee a protectorate 
of the United Statei In the only way to 
prevent posilble hostile action on the 
part of the Japanese. As soon as the 
Mouna arrives It Is understood the Unit­ 
ed States minister will notify this gov­ 
ernment of his Intention to raise the 
American flag. Diplomatic etiquette 
will allow a day or two for answer, and 
it is expected everything will be In read­ 
iness to declare a protectorate Monday. 
Aug. 2. The foregoing 
Information 
comes from a reliable source, and but 
few persona in Honolulu are aware of 
the near approach of the most Impor­ 
tant event In the history of the coun­ 
try.** 


Not m PMrtlel« off Truth In th« Story. 
It is declared positively at the state 
department that there has been no 
change in the instructions given either 
to Minister Sewell or to Admiral Beards- 
lee as to their atitude toward the Ha­ 
waiian question. Tho admiral’s instruc­ 
tions were to protect American Interests 
at all points, and to establish a protec­ 
torate only in the event of serious dis­ 
turbance or the commission of some 
overt act. It is not understood that the 
execution of this order was at all de­ 
pendent upon the action or non-action 
of congress upon the annexation. At the 
navy department an even more explicit 
denial of the story that the flag was to 
be hoisted Monday was obtained. It was 
said that Admiral Beardslee's orders 
only contemplate a landing in an emer­ 
gency to preserve the statusquo, and that 
the landing in that case would not be 
for a longer period of time than was 
necessary to restore conditions to their 
former shape. It was said that as Pres­ 
ident McKinley had referred the whole 
matter to congress, along with the an 
nexation treaty, it would not be cour­ 
teous to that body for the executive to 
act of its* own volition until congress 
had expressed its will. 


Iloltuiii Out of Auoth«r Varn. 


So much for that sensation. Now for 
another that has recently been exploited. 
The latest advices of the navy depart­ 
ment from the Asiastic station make no 
mention of any trouble such as reported 
between the sailors of the Yorktown and 
Boston with the Japanese at Kobe, and 
for that reason the officials at the de­ 
partment attach no importance to the 
report. It Is the practice of commanders 
of United States warships to offer a re- 
wrad for the capture of deserters from 
heir ships In foreign parts, and it is 
surmised that if any of our sailors have 
l^en roughly handled it may have ^en 
some deieriers who were captured by 
the local authorities for the reward. A 
recently published story of the lll-treat- 
ment of United States sailors In Hono­ 
lulu turns out to have exactly this fact 
for a foundation. Some deserters were 
captured by the local police and as they 
resisted It was necessary to tie them up 
and deliver them In this shape aboard 
idiip.

They werecorraled by flfty Hungarian 
miners, and when they again declared 
their intention the Huns asiiaulted them 
with clubs and stones. Five of them 
ran the gauntlet and escaped with se­ 
vere but not dangerous wounds. Glosan- 
nl was knockcd down and all the Hun­ 
garians devoted their attention to him. 
His skull was crushed, one arm and 
half a dozen ribs broken, while his legs, 
body, head and arms are masses of 
bruises and cuts.

▼ IBWS OF AN EX-DIPLOMAT. 


Looks for No Troublo with Japan, Who 
Has a Oood Casa Against Hawaii. 


San Francisco, Aug. 4.—Hon. Edwin 
Dun, ex-United States minister to 
Japan, is a through passenger on the 
Belglo. He Is en ro\^|e (pr Wi^shln^- 
ton, accompanied by his daughter, ahd 
expects to spend several weeks in the 
United States before returning to Japan, 
where he has resided since 1873. Dun 
believes in Hawaiian annexation, but 
Is of the opinion that the present con­ 
gress will never take favorable action 
on the treaty now before it. He does 
not look for any rupture that may dis­ 
turb the «friendly relations now exist­ 
ing between the United States and 
Japan, ^ but he does believe that the 
Japanese government has a Just claim 
against the Hawaiian government in 
connection with the immigration trou­ 
ble, although she is not likely to enforce 
her claims in case the Hawaiian gov­ 
ernment refuses to recognise them. 


’'Annexation should have been ac 
compllshed four years ago,” said Dun 
‘*and then all of the present difficulties 
would have been avoided. There ,1s no 
possible likelihood of trouble between 
Japan and the United States, reports 
to the contrary notwlthstandUig, They 
have enjoyed peaceful trade conditions 
that are constantly growing, and Ha 
wall Is not of sufficient Importance to 
bring them 
to an open 
rupture 
Japan naturally protested against the 
annexation treaty.

And Says Thsy Hava Had No Juris­ 
diction III Drain Building SInca 
Juna 2, 1807. 


Prosecuting Attorney Valentine this 
morning received an imiwrtant opinion 
Irdm Attorney General Maynard rela­ 
tive to the new drain law approved 
June 2, 1897, abolishing? the oflioe of 
township drain 
commissioner 
and 
placing the construction of drains en­ 
tirely in charge of the county commis­ 
sioner. . 


The question which has caused the. 
township drain commissioners consid­ 
erable vexation was whether they liad 
jurisdiciton in carrying forward to 
completion the oroceedings b^gun by 
them before the act in question was 
passed. 
A few who had heard of the 
new law in question counseled with 
Prosecutor Valentine and he advised 
them that they bad no jurisdiction. 
Some of them were not Inclined to coin­ 
cide with the view of the prosecutor 
and went on with the work they had 
begun before the new law was ap* 
proved/ The new law was approved 
June 2» 1897, and went into immediate 
effect. 
Many of the township oommis* 
sioners had not heard of the new law 
and have continued the performance 
4>t the duties of their office ever since 
the law was enacted. 


BIG WEDDING. 
WILL NOT RETURN. 


Prosecutor Valentine, although well 
founded in the belief that the township 
commissioners had no jurisdietton after 
the approval of the act of J«»e 2, 1897, 
and that the half-completed township 
drains must pass from the charge of 
the township commissioners and be 
completed by the eounty conunissloner, 
wrote to Attorney General Maynard 
for his opinion. The communieikioB was 
.answered by Depuliy Attorney General 
Henry E. Chase, the attorney general 
being absent from his office. Mr. Chase 
j^quested Proseeutor Valentine to fur- 
Totsh his opinion, which he did as ex­ 
pressed above. This morning the prose­ 
cutor recei vedacommunicatiian from the 
attorney general in which he stated 
that he concurred with Mr. Talentine 
in every particular regarding bis con- 
•struction of the new law. 


The attorney general says: ^^The 
provisions of the new act, bearing upon 
the quostion of the jurisdiction of the 
township commissioners, arecontained 
lin sectioa 3 of chapter 2 whicii reads: 
‘The county drain comuilssioner 'Shall 
have jurisdictioQ over all drains within 
bis county inuludinpr those hereafter 
established and now in prooeas of con­ 
struction by the township drain com- 
•midsioner.’ 
Section 9 of chapter 2 
says: ‘The office of township drain 
commissioner is hereby abolished/ ” 


The opinion of Attorney General 
Maynard is regarded with considerable 
interest, and will be read with great 
disappointment by the township drain 
commissioners, who have paid no atten­ 
tion to the new law and have continued 
with the construction of drains, as 
there is a possibility of their not receiv­ 
ing compensation for the work they 
have done since June 2, 1897, when the 
law was approved. 


Further than this the county will be 
put to considerable additional expense 
through the unobservance of the new 
act by the townshi|> commissioner. All 
the drain proceedings begun by them 
«ince June 2 are void and will l^ve to 
be corrected, they having no jurisdic­ 
tion after that date. There are some 
very important drains, particularly one 
under the Michigan Central railway 
track in Bertrand township, proceed­ 
ings to widen which have been com­ 
menced by the township commissioners 
since June 2, the p ro c^in g s of which 
will have io be reviewed, entailing 
heavy expense. 


Mr. Valentine is unable to see how 
one drain conimissioner, as the new act 
provides, can take care of the drain 
Dusiness of thvs county which is 
extensive.

Every examiner and every 
aaslstant examiner baa hia own apeolal- 
ty. Let ns take the case, si^, of a poor 
Inventor living In Oregon. He makea a 
valuable Invention and dealreato ob­ 
tain a patent He sends his application 
with $15 to tbe commissioner of pat- 
entai It la referred to tbe examiner hav­ 
ing charge of tbat peouliar olaas of In- 
ventlona. It la bis dnty to reject It If 
anything can be found on wblob to baae 
a rejection. Nearly 600,000 patenta 
have been granted in tbe United Statea, 
and probably mora Iban I,0d0,000ln 
tbe rest of tbe world. If any of ibeae 
anticípate the Invention, tbe examiner 
mnat rejeot tbe applioation. It la not 
naeeasaiy that exactly tbe aame thing 
abonld b^ve exiated before, for If any­ 
thing anbatantially similar can be found 
tbe applicant must go to the wall. But» 
■ore than thia. If anylbiag almllar has 
been described In any printed publica­ 
tion, in any language, anywhere in the 
world, or if without being patented or 
deacribed in print it has been used any­ 
where io the United Statea, the exam­ 
iner should reject. 


The rub comes all the time upon the 
degree of similarity which will consti* 
tute an anticipation of the iuvention.

MyttcrloM Qkuw Balls. 


The small island of Billiton, between 
Sumatra and Borneo, has long been fa­ 
mous for its rich tin mines, which are 
controlled by the Dutch government In 
describing the geology of Billiton be­ 
fore the Royal Academy of Sciencea in 
Amsterdam recently Mr. Verbeek gave 
an account of the mysterious ** glass 
balls of Billiton,** which are found 
among some of the tin ore deposits. 
They are round, with grooved surfaces. 
Similar balls are occasionally found in 
Borneo and Java, as well as in Ans 
tralia. Mr. Verbeek thinks they cannot 
be artificial, and there are no volcanoes 
near enough to support the theory that 
they are volcanic bombs. Besides, he 
says, tbe glassy rooks produced by the 
nearest volcanoes are quite different in 
their nature from tbe material of tbe 
balls, He suspected that the mysterious 
objects were ejected ages ago ftom the 
volcanoes of the moon ^ d afterward 
fell upon the earth.

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Mmmmm Eyes A re Often Inhabited by 
. Large Numbers of Llvlnc Creatures. 


IJhe water contained iu a well de> 
Velopod, well formed eye in which the 
light is not impaired, more especially 
where a person is farsighted, presents 
many curious phenomena. Looking 
through an open window iu daylight 
vpOB a hasy atmosphere or upon a fog 
■neh as is seen iu auy city, or looking 
to tbe north upon a gray atmosphere, 
one will see, if conditions aìre as above, 
■liange disks flitting and jumping about 
in the eye water. It has kteeu my privi­ 
lege to watch these organisms for sev­ 
eral years, flitting about in the eye 
water, jumping toward each other again 
to strifé and combat, in the which the 
water would become comparatively 
elearof amoabiform organisms, only to 
lie again full of micrococci and the com­ 
bats as above. 


The various shapes of these animal- 
enl» are surprising. Some are attenu­ 
ated, with line filaments. Again, others 
aie like wee bits of fine porcelain, with 
. little projections, reminding one of 
tvrtles hopping about. Again, others 
present tbe appearance of cyclops and 
daphne. 
, How these organisms get into the eye 
water is a mystery—perhaps in the 
water we drink or foods we eat, either 
or both. The fact that tbe eye water is 
Inhabited, like all other bodies of water, 
la a tmth that can be proved positively, 
beyond peradventure, by any oculist 
when he may extract a diseased eye 
and place the fluid under the glass. 


May not tbe aconmulation of these 
QVganisnis in the eye water, thoir rapid 
0fowth and the survival of the fittest 
or itKNigesI be the cause of much blind- 
MiB, wherein may be casts, coagulation 
of tbe eye water, so called paralysis of 
tbe optic nerve, cataracts and other 
forni of disease? 


May not numerous headaches and 
other pains be caused by the overac- 
otnnlation or growth of these minute 
organisms, in which they stop the cir 
oolation of the active principle of life 
Ipi the arterial circnlation or thenerv 
oif tareet? The same organisms are seen

He hesitates to release the 
man because of the possibility of his 
killing someone in his madness, ’‘and 
what can I do,” uttered the'sheritT 
with a sigh as he portrayed liis trouble 
toaNiCWS representative this morn­ 
ing.

The general Impression here It that con­ 
gress hat . decided to let the matter of 
annexation wait over until the regular 
session.

"The intervening months would be a 
long time for this country to go alone, 
In view of the attitude of Japan, and Sec­ 
retary Sherman believes a protectorate 
of the United States is the only way to 
prevent possible hostile action on the 
part of the Japanese.

The admiral's instruc­ 
tions were to protect American Interests 
at all points, and to establish a protec­

overt act. It is not understood that the 
execution oC this order was at all tk*- 
pendent upon the action or non-action 
of congress upon the annexation. At the 
navy department an even more explicit 
denial of the story that the flag was to 
be holdted Monday was obtained. It was

Berrien County Hit by the 
Attorney General.

4 HE DECIDES 
AGAINST THEM 


And Says They Have Had No Juris­ 
diction III Drain Building Since 
June 2, 1897. 


Prosecutini; Attorney Valentine this 
morniof? received an important opinion 
from Attorney General Maynard rela­ 
tive to the new drain law approved 
June 2, 1897, abolishing? the ofHoe of 
township drain 
commissioner 
and 
N placincr the construction öf drains en­ 
tirely in charge of the county commis­ 
sioner. 


The question which has caused the 
township.drain commissioners consid­ 
erable vexation was whether they had 
jurisdiciton in carrying forward to 
completion the Droceedings begun by 
4 
them before the act in question was 
passed. 
A few who had heard of the 
new law in question counseled with 
Prosecutor Valentine and he advised 
them that they had no jurisdiction. 
Some of them were not inclined to coin­ 
cide with the view of the prosecutor 
and went on with the work they had 
begun before the new law was ap­ 
proved. 
The new law was approved 
June 2, 1897, and went into immediate 
effect. 
Many of the township commis­ 
sioners had not heard of the new law 
and have continued the performance 
of the duties of their ottice ever since 
the law was enacted. 


Miss Jennie Bacon Marries a Chi­ 
cago Man. 


Today at noon occurred the marriage 
of Mis$t Jennie Bacon and Charles 
Ford at the home of Mrs. D. • W. Jack­ 
son, the bride’s mother, on the Lake 
Shore drive. 


The ceremony was performed by 
Rev. M. S. Woodruff of this city, in 
the presence of a large company of 
friends from Chicago and Milwaukee. 


Mr. Ford is a Chicago business man 
and with his wife will move to that 
city at once. 


IN FIVE DAYS 


Prosecutor Valentine, although well 
founded in the belief that the township 
commissioners had no jurisdiction after 
the approval of the act of June 2, 1897, 
and tnat the half-completed township 
drains must pass from the charge of 
the township commissioners and be 
completed by the county commissioner, 
wrote to Attorney General Maynard 
for his opinion. The communication was 
answered by Deputy Attorney General 
Henry £. Chase, the attorney general 
being absent from his office. Mr. Chase 
requested Prosecutor Valentine to fur­ 
nish his opinion, which he did as ex­ 
pressed above. This morning the prose­ 
cutor received acommunication from the 
attorney general in which he stated 
that he concurred with Mr. Valentine 
in every particular regarding his con­ 
struction of the new law. 


The attorney general says: “The 
provisions of the new act, bearing u ]K)d 
the question of the jurisdiction of the 
township commissioners, are contained 
in section .‘i of chapter 2 which reads: 
‘The county drain coramls!»loner shall 
have jurisdiction over all drains within 
his county including those hereafter 
established and now in proeep!« of con­ 
struction by the townt»hip drain com- 
miijsioner.’ 
Section 
of chapter 2 
says: ‘The ollice of township drain 
commissioner is hereby abolished.’ ” 


BIG WEDDING.

A CENTURY RUN. 


It wni b* Made by Twin City Wheal- 
men. 


Fifteen wheelmen of Benton Harbor 
and St. Joseph, will ride to Elkhart 
and’^return, a distance of 104 miles, 
Sunday. 
They will leave St. Joseph 
at 4 o’clock in the morning knd reach 
Elkhart at 8:30 or 9 o’clock, leaving 
that city on the return trip at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon and arriving home at 
7 o’clock. 


The route as selected takes in the 
cities of Berrien Springs, Niles, South 
Bend and Mishawaka. 
The wheeling 
from St. Joseph to Niles is rather hard 
on account of the sand, but from Niles 
to Elkhart it is a pleasure to ride. 


It is desired to have as large a party 
as possible and although lo have al­ 
ready expressed a purpose to ride the 
“Century” as many more are urged to 
join the aggregation.

Prank Phlscater Has all the Klon­ 
dike He Wants. 


A San Francisco paper in a pub- 
ished interview makes Frank Phisca- 
ter, of Baroda, say: 


“In two and a half months’ time, 
with the aid of nine men, I took from 
my claim 
On a piece of 


ground 35x86 feet I took out $49.800. 
Some idea of the richness of the claim 
may be had when I say that two men 
shoveled two hours and cleaned up 
S6,000. The next day they worked two 
iiours, $*,500 being tne result. At an­ 
other time they worked three hours 
and a half and took out 17,500. 


‘’I do not think it likely that I will 
return to the Klondike district next 
spring or any other time if I can avoid 
t. 1 find that the climate does cot 
agree with me. While in Seattle I 
made arrangements with a gentleman 
who, for a consideration of $500 a 
month and a stake of $50,000, will look 
after my interests at the diggings. 


“Not half has yet been told of the 
wonderful resources 
of the entire 
Northwest Territory. 
It is a country 
abounding in riches, and in time, in my 
opinion, will become the most prosper­ 
ous on earth. 


“The next steamer from Dawson City 
to San Francisco will bring probably 
three or four million dollars in gold 
dust. Among the successful miners 
who will return to civilization with 
their pockets lined with gold nuggets 
may be mentioned Frank Densmore 
and William McFee. 
They will bring 
at least $300,000. 
Jimmie McAmee 
will bring out $120,000 and Joe Wald 
will return to his home in lower Cali­ 
fornia with $35,000, that being the 
amount for which he sold his claim. 


“Of course it must not be understood 
that every man who has gone to the 
Klondike has made money. 
In fact, 
the situation is just the reverse. 
But 
will say that every man who has 
worked has made money faster there 
than anywhere else. The trouble with 
the old miners is t^at they take things 
easy and so let the young fellows, who 
are ambitious aod unaccustomed to the 
hardships, get ahead of them.”

The opinion of Attorney General 
Maynard is regarded with considerable 
interest, and will be read with great 
dlsap|K>intment by the township drain 
commissioners, who have paid no atten­ 
tion to the new law and have continued 
with the construction of drains, as 
there is a possibility of their not receiv­ 
ing compensation for the work they 
have done since June 2, 1897, when the 
law was approved. 


Further than this the coynty will be 
put to considerable additional expense 
through the unobservance of the new 
act by the township commissioner. All 
the drain proceedings begun by them 
since June 2 are void and will have to 
be corrected, they having no jurisdic­ 
tion after that date. There are some 
very important drains, particularly one 
under the Michigan Central railway 
track in Bertrand township, proceed­ 
ings to widen w'hlch have been com­ 
menced by the township commissioners 
since June 2, the proceedings of which 
will have to be reviewed, entailing 
heavy expense. 


Mr. Valentine is unable to see how 
one drain commissioner, as the new act 
provides, can take care of the drain 
business of this county which is very 
extensive.

The applications for patents filed av­ 
erage about 126 a day. There are 86 
principal examiners, with perhaps 200 
assistants. Every examiner and every 
listant examiner has his own special­ 
ty. Let us take the case, say, of a poor 
nventor living in Oregon. He makes a 
valuable invention and desires to ob­ 
tain a patent He tends his application 
with |15 to the commissioner of pat­ 
ents. It is referred to tbe examiner hav­ 
ing charge of that peculiar olass of in­ 
ventions. It ii bis dnty to reject it if 
anything can be fonnd on which to base 
rejection. Nearly 600,000 patents 
have been granted in tbe United States, 
and probably more than 1,000,000 in 
tbe rest of the world. If any of tbeae 
anticipate tbe invention, tbe examiner 
mnst reject tbe application. It is not 
necessary that exactly the same thing 
ibonld have existed before, for if any­ 
thing substantially similar can be found 
tbe applicant mnst go to the wall. But, 
more than this, if anything similar has 
been described in any printed publica­ 
tion, in any language, anywhere in the 
world, or if without being patented or 
described in print it has been used any­ 
where in the United States, the exam­ 
iner should reject. 


The rub comes all the time upon tbe 
degree of similarity which will consti­ 
tute an anticipation of the invention. 
A tremendous responsibility, it will be 
seen, is thus thrown upon tho examiner. 
He wants to be safe. 
It is both his 
pride and his duty not to allow a patent 
to go out that ought to have been re-’ 
jected. The consequence is that a great 
many examiners reject almost every­ 
thing on the first examination. No mat­ 
ter how broadly new the invention may 
be, souiethiug can always be found that 
is akin to it The nearest thing that can 
be found is used as a basis for rejection. 
—Washineton Star.

*‘A mile and a half from the Fountain 
Hotel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
ourist wagon, or by walking, lies a 
hidden basin full of nature’s caprices.

miners. They invaded Pike county and 
closed the mine at Rogers 
and the 
Wooley mine at Petersburg, 
it Is re­ 
ported here that the strikers entered 
the Wooley mine and drove the men at 
work out like cattle. It Is the intention 
of the strikers to close the Carbon and 
Ayrshire mines east of Oakland City, 
hut it is feared that they will encounter 
trouble at Ayrshire, as the men there 
are determined to work.

- ‘ Mmmmu Ejret Are Often Inhabited by 
Large Mambeni of Living Creatures, 
ifhe water contained iu a well do- 
ipeleped, well formed eye in whioh tho 
•ight isuot impaired, more especially 
ithere a persou is farsighted, presents 
aiuiy curious phenomena. 
Looking 
through an open window in daylight 
vpou a hazy atmoHpbere or upon a fog 
■Qch aa is seen iu any city, or looking 
to the north upon a gray atmosphoro, 
one will see, if conditions are as above, 
tirange disks flitting and jumping about 
to the eye water. It has been my privi- 
tp watch these organisms for sev* 
years, flitting about in the eye 
,#ater, jumpiuH toward each other again 
Sd strife and co^^bat, in the which the 
water would become comparatively 
clear of amcebiform organisms, only to 
be again full of miorococci and the com> 
' flats as above. 


The various shapes of these animal> 
<mlfe are surprising. 
Some aro attenu­ 
ated, with flue filaments. Again, otliers 
are like wee bits of fine porcelain, with 
little proieetious, reminding one of 
.turtles hopping about. Again, others 
present the appearance of oyclops and 
daphne. 


How these organisms get into the eye 
water is a mystery^perhaps iu the 
water we drink er foods we eat, either 
or both. The fact that the eye water is 
inhabited, like all other bodies of water, 
It a truth that can be proved positively, 
beyond peradventnre, by any oculist 
when he may extract a diseased eye 
and place the fluid under the glass.
